utes. To ring the chaogea on twelve bells 
would take 37 years aud 336 days. The 
highest number of changes that was ever 
rang on bells was 15,000, rung by a club 
of young gentlemen amateurs rn London, 
and they had to feed 'em while they were 
doing it.”—Philadelphia Times.

The Congressional Library. 
The annual report of Mr. A. R. Wof­ 
ford, Librarian of Congress, which was 
submitted to the Senate to-day by the 
chairman of the library committee, shows 
that additions to the law department num­ 
ber 3,341 volumes, ami to the miscellan­ 
eous library number 17,656 volumes, be­ 
sides 11,639 pamphlets aud 2,244 maps and 
charts. At the date of the last report, 
January 1,1873. tho whole library num­ 
bered 331,118 volumes and about 110,000 
pamphlets The aggregate increase dur­ 
ing the year has been 21,537 volumes, 
which swells the aggregate contents of the 
library to 352,655 volumes, betides 120,000 
pamphlets, Tfie copyright fees received 
and paid into the treasury for the past year 
amount to $13,134.50. |For the preceding 
year the aggregate fees were $13,070, 
showing an increase of $53*50.

A J0UTJNEY ON SNOW SHOES. 


Toilsome J our acy from Maul tout in 
Ie Toronto by Two Members of the 
Canadian Parliam ent. 
From the Toronto Globe, January ll. 
Although saow-shoeing is a pastime 
frequently resorted to by residents In the 
more settled districts of Ontario, yet when 
rendered an only means of locomotion, 
there is certainly more hard task than 
pleasure attached to the practice. This 
statement it fully borne out by the expe­ 
rience of a party composed of seven per­ 
sons, who leftMamtouiin Island for Toron­ 
to on the 30th ult. The expedition was 
made up of R A. Lyon and W. D. Lyon, 
members of the Provincial Parliament; W. 
A. Abney, Mr. Merryfield, and three In­ 
diana who acted 83 attendants while on the 
road to Parry Sound. The remainder ar* 
rived in the city on Wednesday, and yes­ 
terday furnished the account given below 
of the trip: 
At six o’clock a. rn., on the 
30th ult., the company left Michael Bay, at 
the southern extremity of the Manitoulin 
Island, on snow shoe 3 for Toronto. 
They 
started out in a northerly direction toward 
Manitowanlng, an Indian village in the 
township of Assignats?. 
This place was 
reached about 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
after a hard day's march through deep 
snow. The travelers were furnished with 
quarters by the inhabitants, and on the 
following morning continued their journey 
northward until about 4 p. rn., wel 
satisfied with the treatment they had re­ 
ceived while in the village. 
A team was 
procured to convey the luggage as far 
Sheguaandah, ani the Indian attendants 
were thus relieved of a burden while cross 
mg the rough country. The latter village 
was reached in safety, aud on Wednesday 
morning the expedition again 
moved 
northward, toward Kiliarney, 2$ miles dis­ 
tant, which place they expected to arrive 
at before nightfall. The ice covering the 
water extending between Sheguaandan and 
Kiliarney was pretty secure, and traveling 
over it was preferred rather than on the 
rocky land. Another advantage gained by 
choosing the ice was that the company 
could travel in a more direct course. Rapic 
progress was made for about 25 miles, when 
open water was reached, aud they were 
compelled to travel by land again. Upon 
the advice of some Indians they endeavored 
to reach Kiliarney village, by crossing the 
Kiliarney mountain. 
In consequence of 
its steep incline, together with the deep 
enow which covered its rugged sides, but 
little progress was made, and for over two 
hours they struggled to reach its summit. 
Darkness had by this time fully set in, and 
being obliged to remain where they were, 
a cotton tent was pitched and a fire lighted 
outside, on which supper was prepared. 
The meal was prepared of roasted pork, 
bread and tea. A comparatively comfort­ 
able night was spent, and on Thursday 
morning the company descended the 
mountain, and passing over a frozen chao* 
nel, reached Kiliarney in the afternoon. 
The journey was resumed about 
nye 
o'clock next morning, and after having 
traversed about five mike over the ice in 
an easterly direction, an encampment of 
Chippewa ladiaus was visited. An invi­ 
tation was extended to the party to remain 
over night, which they did,nod were enter­ 
tained very hospitably. The direction to be 
taken now lay along the eastern extremity 
of the bay, and for distances traveling on 
the lea was rendered almost impossible on 
account of the many projecting pieces of 
ice which had been broken by the waves 
and afterward trozen solidly to the mass. 
There were numerous water-holes, which 
obliged the company to take to shore. After 
having passed through a tract of rocky 
bushland 
they 
came 
to a morass, 
which was crossed with very great diffi­ 
culty. Occasionally some of the 
party 
would fink down through the snow into 
the mod, and before it fhad been crossed 
some of them were so heated by the exer­ 
cise that they took off their coats, and this 
notwithstanding the fact that the mercury 
must have been below zero considerably. 
Grumble Point was finally reached in the

yard had been decreased. E tch year has 
shown an increase of prosperity, and the 
yeai’s work,folio wing the same experience, 
excels its predecessor. The factory has 
been in the hands of experienced, practi­ 
cal men, who have been aided by the wise 
counsel and financial wisdom of . the di­ 
rectors, so that in spite of hard times and 
low prices the showing is a flattering one 
and full ot promise. 
The official repDrts show that dar­ 
ing 
the 
past 
year 
there 
have 
been manufactured 4,053 bales, making 
110,770 pieces, or 5.350,901 yards. 
Few 
can grasp such figures, but it will give per­ 
haps a better idea of this production to 
state that the factory in producing this 
amount has manufactured a web long 
enough to reach across the continent,which 
proves a mammoth sheet for one year’s 
work. The cash yaiue of the goods thus 
manufactured reaches $310,993 IO. There
